Refusal of the city council to get down 
to cases with the proposed new taxicab 
bylaw and either pass it or reject it or do 
@omething definite about it does not give 
a pretty picture of that august body’s 
efficiency. 

There have been arguments, com- 
plaints and discussions about the city’s 
form of taxicab control for more than 
two years, Indeed, the issue of restricting 
the number of licences goes back almost 
to the war years. 

The present bylaw was approved by 
the bylaws committee after careful con- 
sideration two months ago, 

Council has — it around ever 
since. 

On Monday night the aldermen did get 
so far as to endorse the formation of a 
taxi control board to advise on enforce- 
ment of the bylaw. and that, of course, is 
a useful development. 

But they refused to consider or offer 
an opinion on the principle of restricting 
the number of cabs. And that is the very 
crux of the taxicab situation in Edmonton. 


Bus Customers Get 


By instructing transit system opera- 
tors to call out all stops, with particular 
attention to main intersections, transfer 
points and railway stations, the city 
council has given the transit customers a 
break at last. 

Unfortunately these instructions seem 
to have omitted the most important 
details. 

For where a rider really requires to 
know where he is most of all is on the 
dark outskirts of the city or in residential 


areas where landmarks are not so 
familiar. 
Certainly main intersections should 


If the council won’t face up to that, 
what is going to be done about it? 

Our impression of the steps by which 
the new bylaw came into existence is 
something like this: 

It was argued that the number of cab 
licences would have to be restricted unless 
some other method of rigid control was 
devised. 

The new bylaw was then formulated 
to offer that rigid contro] and to replace 
the uneconomic and unfair method of 
control through restriction, 

But the original purpose of making a 
new bylaw seems to have been forgotten 
by some of the aldermen who appear to 
want the new bylaw and restriction on the 
number of licences as well. 

A special meeting of council has been 
called for Thursday night, to deal with 
this bylaw, finally and completely we hope. 

The good sense of the aldermen fo- 
cussed directly on this problem should 
make it clear that the severity of the by- 
law had no other purpose in the beginning 
than to make restriction unnecessary.

potentialities of the H-bomb. 

The reason some authentic and official 
statement is absolutely necessary now is 
that chemists and scientists all over the 
world are giving interviews to the press 
about what this explosive force can di 

And their opinions are so diverse that 


the public is entitled to know the full and 
unvarnished truth. 

For instance, Dr. Linus Pauling of the 
California Institute of Technology is say- 
ing that the H-bomb will mean “death, 
devastation and the complete destruction 
of civilization” 

If that is the case, scientific resources 
Should be turned towards perfecting a 
protection against this force rather than 
a means of employing it. 

There is not much sense in winning a 
global war with H-bombs if there would 
be no globe left upon which to celebrate 
the victor’

When the last price lift took 
place the matter came before 
the U.S.A, Senate.

But the fact 
is that they are guilty of an ap- 
palling selfishness for condemn- 
ing the fruit of their love to a 
lifetime of famed illegitimacy. 
Their own lives are their own 
to wreck, if they wish; they com- 
mit a tremendous grievance 
against their child by permitting 
him to be born for the front 
pages, stamped as illegitimate 
while the mother is legally wed 
to another man in America. 


Harsh 
Word 


There {s a harsh word for inno- 
cent children who get themselves 
born of tinwed parents, and it is 
flung at them forever in anger. 
It is a fighting word, and little 
Rossellini-Bergman - Lindstrom 
will wear a bloody nose for most 
of his life, if he is a prideful, 
strong man. If he is not, he will 
merely howe a scarred and 
bloody soul, and a twisted, pos- 
sibly inverted temperament. 

People have a long memory of 
inconsistencies among the 
famous, From the first day that 
lovely, legitimate Mary Mac- 
Arthur was born until her tragic 
death as a young woman, she 
was harassed and hounded by 
the term, “Act of God Baby.” 

This was merely because her 
equally lovely mother, Helen 
Hayes, was entangled in a profes-

His life, for the past 40-odd@ 
years, has been a steady fright of 
insult and insecurity and deeply 
bitten complexes, As he has aged 
he has acquired a desperate tol- 
eration of his estate, and hag 
found some measure of peace 
among friends who don’t care

I take no moral stand on any- 
body, so long as his doings con 
cern himself and the other adults 
involved, but I disclaim the right 
of adults to wreck a child’s life 
out of selfishness or improvidence 
in the conduct of their affairs, All 
his life this kid will be known as 
Bergman's folly, or something 
more euphonious and vicioug, 

I note the proud father, Signor 
Rossellini, has both admitted the 
child and announced that there 
was to be no honeymoon. The 
last touch I like. Babies are an 
awful nuisance on their parents’ 
honeymoon,

PENSIONS OFFICER 

Back in Edmonton he was Med- 
ical Pensions Officer for several 
years and later Officer 
for the soldiers’ wing at the Uni- 
versity hospital. In 1940 he was ap- 
pointed Chief Medical Officer for 
CPA and continued in that capac- 
ity until his retirement 

After World War One, Col. Harris 
corttinued his military service in 
the Edmonton Regiment (49th 
CEF) and assumed its command in 
1927, He is at present honorary 
colonel of the Loyal Edmonton 
Regiment.
